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The words you're about to read contain the single 
most important truth you will ever encounter in your 
lifetime. How you respond to these words may alter the 
course of your life forever. I cannot express to you 
enough on how serious you should take the words you're 
about to read. 

One of the biggest certainties we face in this 
world is that no one knows how soon they will die. 
Unfortunately, many people don't ever think about 
where their spirit will go when this happens. So please 
allow me to ask you an age old question from the Bible. 


(4lfor what shall it profit (benefit) a man, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his own soul?' 


The very thing many people find uncomfortable to 
talk about, I will boldly address in this short read. 
Nothing can be more important than to stop and truly 
consider the claims made by Christ Jesus concerning the 
life or death of your spirit. 


ffor I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God to salvation to everyone that believes. 2 


But I would like to establish a few things first. 
No matter how hard people may try, we cannot escape 
the fact that God is found in all things from the 
incredible detail of the human eye to the vast marvels 
of the universe. 


'Mark 8:36 2 Romans 1:16 
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e heavens declare the glory of God; and the 

firmament (expanse) shows His handiwork . 3 For the 
invisible things of Him from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the things that are 
made, even His eternal power and Godhead; so that they 
are without excuse . 4 


With that "being said I would like to now speak 
about the trustworthiness of God's Word which is known 
to us as the Bible. The Bible has proven itself to be 
written by the divine inspiration of God through its 
amazing accuracy shown in its fulfilled prophecy, 
proven historic accuracy through archeology, and its 
science presented prior to mankind's understanding and 
discovery. Just an honest and thorough study on these 
topics would give merit to these claims. * See weteites on last page 

The Bible is God's words written to mankind and 
through mankind.* 4 Through the Words of God He teaches 
us that He is made up of three Persons, we know as the 
Trinity. The first is in the character of a Father, the 
second is in the form of a Son and the third is the 
Spirit who unifies all things belonging to God.* B The 
Spirit also works to unite with those who are 
unfamiliar with God. This is the very reason I present 
this extremely important message to you now in all 
sincerity and concern for the well-being of your soul. 

The message is simple and yet very profound. We 
find in the ancient manuscripts of God's Holy Word that 
God's first creation of beings where what we know as 
angels.* 0 This race of beings was the first to exercise 
their God given free will displayed through a massive 
rebellion created out of their own pride and hunger 
for God's power.*® A high ranking angel whose name was 
lucifer, also known to us as Satan, lead this rebellion

which had a following of one third of the angels. God 
cast Lucifer (Satan) and his rebellious angels, we know 
as demons, out of their place in Heaven.*® 

God then created another race of beings, with a 
free will, called mankind. They too like the fallen 
angels chose to disobey God; but this time there was an 
instigator in the fall which was Satan. God planned to 
allow the human race to have another chance to be 
with Him with no sin (sin caused separation and death). 
God graciously promised Adam and Eve that they would 
produce a Savior for mankind.*® This was done through 
the punishment of Jesus dying on the cross in place of 
our punishment for our sins.* 0 I will now explain the 
depth of what that all means. 

When Adam and Eve sinned it caused separation 
between sinful mankind and a perfect God. God is the 
essence of life and to turn against Him is to turn 
from life which results in death and eternal 
separation from God. Death was chosen by God to be a 
punishment for sin so that mankind would not live 
forever in a fallen state. Also, death would allow an 
opportunity for a rebirth into a new life without sin 
and separation from God. The power to create life was 
also given to mankind for their own benefit. For it was 
through this method that God chose to bring about a 
Savior for mankind. 

God became man who we know as Jesus, the second 
person of the Trinity (the Son), to be the first human 
to die without committing sin. Jesus, being God, came so 
He could die in our place. The punishment for sin is 
death; but He didn't deserve the penalty. Yet He took on 
the punishment of all mankind's sin, for all time. Jesus 
dying with no sin of His own had the power to pay our 
penalty and be raised from the dead. So death could not 
hold Him in the grave. It is through His resurrection 

"Revelation 12:7-9 *®Genesis 3

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we now have (in turn) the ability to follow Him in a 
resurrection. 

But first you have to admit the fact that you 
have been separated from God due to your sin. Then you 
must turn away from the love you have towards sin and 
turn your affection towards God. lastly, you must place 
your trust in Jesus to save you with His resurrecting 
power through His death on the cross for your sins. God 
through the person of Jesus sacrificed Himself for you 
by pouring out His scarlet blood in order that it 
would remove your scarlet sin. Here is one of the best 
passages from the Bible that sums up everything that I 
just explained. 


^Ujor the wages of (payment for) sin is death; but the 
gift of God is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord . 5 


How let’s take this to a personal level. If you’re 
honest with yourself, you’ll agree that you are guilty 
of doing things you shouldn’t do. You have committed 
sin. It is this sin that has separated you from having 
an eternal life with God, your Creator. The One you owe 
your life to. 


Jlf we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. But your iniquities (sins) have 
separated between you and your God, and your sins have 
hidden His face from you . 7 As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one. For all have sinned, and come 
(fall) short of the glory of God. Wherefore, as by one man 
(Adam) sin entered into the world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon all men, for that all have sinned . 8 


Romans 6:23 6 1 John 1:8 7 Isaiah 59:2 
8 Romans 3:10, 23: 5:12 
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Physical death is the soul separating from the 
body, but spiritual death is the soul separating from 
God. How if God is righteous (which He is) then He has 
to punish sin, just as a judge here on earth is expected 
to penalize law breakers. How great is your sin if it’s 
against a perfect and eternal God? You can't honestly 
expect God to just ignore your sin and yet still be 
able to be a righteous God. You wouldn't even be able to 
respect a judge in a court of law if he let lawbreakers 
just walk free. You would expect punishment for their 
sin. 

The only way for God to do away with the 
punishment for your sin is if someone else were to pay 
that penalty (price) for your sins. This is in fact 
exactly what God did with Jesus His Son who paid the 
ultimate price anyone could ever pay for another 
person. Jesus gave his life and died on that cross for 
you and all the races of mankind on this earth. 

He took your place. He took on the punishment 
that belonged to you. Jesus, the Son of God became a 
sinless man so that He could save mankind by keeping 
all of God's laws but yet paying the penalty for 
breaking the law. This had never been done before in 
all of history and it changed everything! God died for 
man to live. 

d)od was in Christ (Jesus), reconciling (resolving) the 

world to Himself, not imputing (counting) their 
trespasses to them; and has committed to us the word of 
reconciliation (resolution). For He has made Him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him . 9 


9 2 Corinthians 5:19, 21 
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was wounded for our transgressions 

(disobediences). He was bruised for our iniquities (sins): 
the chastisement (punishment) of our peace was upon 
Him; and with His stripes (whip-lashes) we are healed. 

JVll we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
everyone to his own way; and the LORD has laid on Him 
the iniquity (sin) of us all . 10 Who His own self bore our 
sins in His own body on the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live to righteousness. For Christ also has 
once suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that He 
might bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened (made alive) by the Spirit." 


This is the true significance of the cross of 
Christ. On that cross the Father God miraculously 
placed all the sins of all mankind for all time on 
Jesus, God’s only Son. It was at that time all the 
punishment from God that we deserved was placed on 
Jesus instead. All this was done "because God truly loves 
you and wants to save you from being eternally 
separated from Him when you die. 


wod commends His love toward us, in that, while we 
were yet (still) sinners, Christ died for us . 12 For God so 
loved the world, that He gave His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believes in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not His Son into the world 
to condemn (judge) the world; but that the world 
through Him might be saved .' 3 For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that which was lost .' 4

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God raised Jesus from the dead and you too will 
have life after death if you accept the salvation 
provided to you by Christ dying on the cross for the 
forgiveness of your sins. 


Jr- I delivered to you first of all that which I also 
received, how that Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures; And that He was buried, and that He rose 
again the third day according to the scriptures. But now 
is Christ risen from the dead, and become the first-fruits 
of them that slept (died). For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive .' 5 


^Ujor what the law could not do, in that it was weak 

through the flesh, God sending His own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh, and for (a sacrifice for) sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh: That the righteousness of the 
law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit. But if the Spirit of Him that raised up 
Jesus from the dead dwell in you, He that raised up Christ 
from the dead shall also quicken (make alive) your 
mortal bodies by His Spirit that dwells in you .' 6 


Jesus is the only way to get to Heaven and be 
made right with God. It’s not by the good things you do, 
though a priest, church or any organization. 

$|esus says to him, I am the way, the truth, and the 

life: no man comes to the Father, but by Me.' 7 Neither is 
there salvation in any other: for there is no other name 
under heaven given among men, whereby we must be 
saved .' 8

|linowing that a man is not justified by the works of 

the law, but by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have 
believed in Jesus Christ, that we might be justified by the 
faith of Christ, and not by the works of the law: for by the 
works of the law shall no flesh (man) be justified. 21 For by 
grace are you saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God. Not of works, lest any 
man should boast. 22 Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according to His mercy He 
saved us. 25 


In order to receive the gift of salvation you 
must acknowledge and accept the gift that is offered 
freely to you. It’s only through your own free will you 
can believe and receive this free gift of God's mercy 
and grace. 

<3fndine your ear, and come to Me: hear, and your 
soul shall live. 24 He that hears my word, and believes on 
Him that sent Me, has everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed from death to life. 25 If 
we confess our sins, He is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 26 
If you shall confess with your mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shall believe in your heart that God has raised Him from 
the dead, you shall be saved. For with the heart man 
believes to righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made to salvation. For whoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be saved.

True belief will bring a conviction towards your 
sin and a decision to live a different way that will 
now be pleasing to God. It is very important that your 
heart has a genuine desire to turn from practicing sin 
and turn to God and the way He wants you to live. This 
is called repentance. 

^Repent you therefore, and be converted, that your 

sins may be blotted out. 29 For godly sorrow works 
repentance to salvation. 50 Repentance toward God, and 
faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 5 ' The Lord is not slack 
(slow) concerning His promise, as some men count 
slackness; but is long-sufferingto us-ward, not willing 
that any should perish, but that all should come to 
repentance. 52 Except you repent, you shall all likewise 
perish. 55 

<3fany man will come after Me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross, and follow Me. And he that takes 
not his cross, and follows after Me, is not worthy of Me. 54 
Know you not that the friendship of the world is enmity 
(hatred) with God? Whosoever therefore will be a friend 
of the world is the enemy of God. 55

Also know that rejecting God 
takes the risk of him allowing you to harden your 
heart and become a slave to the sin you desire. This is 
where how you respond to this message can change the 
course of your life for better or worse. You now have a 
great responsibility with the knowledge you have been 
given here. My friend, I beg you... 


Choose you this day whom you will serve. 37 Behold, 
now is the accepted time; behold, now is the day of 
salvation. 38 Seek you the LORD while He may be found, 
call you upon Him while He is near.

55 Therefore we 
are buried with Him by baptism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life. 
Knowing this, that our old man is crucified with Him, 
that the body of sin might be destroyed, that hereafter we 
should not serve sin. For he that is dead is freed from
